Great Crowd Assembles to View 
the Racing and Is Rewarded 
by Excellent Sport. 



LATOINA. Ky.. Septemltor 5. — E. E. Courson’s 
three- year -old filly Clio Clio came out of her 
summer's retirement ami trimnidiod this afternoon 
over a splendid hand of sprinters that maile the 
contest in the Autumn Handicap at three-quarters, 
worth $5,560 net to the winner, the same amount 
ns it was worth last year, won then by Anson, 
which finished third in t ml ay's running. Senator J. 
N. Camden’s Rangoon being the runner-up. As 
in last year’s running ten started. 

The stake race was easily the feature on the card 
of seven good dashes provided for the edification 
of the immense holiday gathering that thronged 
the spacious La ton in plant to overflowing. Con- 
sidering a threatened storm, with its prospect 
of breaking loose at. any moment, the wonderfully 
large attendance attested the great hold the sjs»rt 
has on the public in these parts. Cho Clio’s per- 
iormanoe was of a brilliant order, the Jack Atkin 

English Esther filly displaying fine speed and 
racing into a good lead early in the proceedings. 
She never left the result in doubt, finishing her 
task with only a tin co-quai tor sj**od gallop 
through the last sixteenth and won hard held. Ran- 
goon also showed fine form, for he begau some- 
what awkwardly, resulting in his being one of the 
rear guard at the outset and enforcing his racing 
wide to move into a prominent position, hut he 
kept gaining steadily and was going fust at the 
finish. Angon raced pmminently from the start 
and at one time fluttered his supporters and threat- 
ened to repeat his last year’s victory, hut In* was 
not good enough, and near the finish he had to he 
driven hard to outstay Rrnokbolt. which, also being 
1 rained by .T. C. Milam, was coupled with Rangoon 
in rtie betling. 

HIGH COST BIG DISAPPOINTMENT. 

The disappointment of the race was tlie Florisant 
Stable’s High Cost, which ruled a slight favorite 
and never figured in the running, though he was 
at a disadvantage through a tangled beginning. 

The mile purse, the afternoon’s secondary feature, 
resulted in an upset in the victory of Blanche Mac. 
a much underrated one that had I wen showing good 
form in the spring and masquerading as a plater. 
She led the good hand opposing her today from the 
Mart and. well ridden by Porretto. won easily from 
Westwood. wl»h Legal in thirst place. Atdiie D'*sr 
had the call here, but her performance was a dull 
•*uc and indicated she was a» a disadvantage in such 
going. 

Wolf’s Cry. that Knehelknmp added to his stable 
during his Canadian campaign, made his racing 
debut here an auspicious one. Incidentally it 
marked the first winner saddled bv L. John son, who 
formerly trained the horses of I.. A. Celia. The 
colt showed a fine performance in leading front the 
start under the guidance of tiie diminutive A. 
Wilson and won easily from Suave Prince and 
Bernice K. Miss Crest wood, in this, by her stub- 
iH.rness, kept tin* field at the post for some time 
and was in a measure to blame for the jam that 
eaused Colossus to be a sufferer soon after the 
start. It practically destroyed his chances. 

Betting wisdom was all astray during the after- 
noon, those supported with confidence failing their 
backers in steady succession, the exception being 
High Gear, which only gave a small return on in- 
. • siinents. There was no fault with the racing, 
however, for the sport was interesting and finishes 
elo<e in the maiii. 

Ruby, running in her former colors, those of J. 
1 ’ineiisetter, proved a i>opular enticement with the 
crowd, and started off the majority when she com- 
fortably led Columbia Tctin home in the opener, 
though the latter had plentiful support. Ruby 

displayed her best form and was favored by the soft 

Gallaher Bros.’ Glyn, a daughter of Delhi — 
Bourbou lots*, the latter a frequent winner in tin* 
Gallaher colors, made a runaway with the purse 
in the seeond race, a dash that brought a dozen 

maiden fillies to the post. Margaret Winsor and 
College Girl divided the shorter iiortions of the 
purse. 

High Gear and Virgo absorbed the most attention 
in the i bird race, a dash of a mile and three- 

sixteenths. and it was always between them, High 
Gear winning easily. 

ANOTHER SARATOGA PURCHASE WINS. 

I’arader, which Lou Calm bought at Saratoga for 
T. J. Pendergast’s account from the late S. A. 

Clopton, made good at liis first asking here and won 
from a good band of crack platers that included 
General Ilaig and Furbelow. Il was Scobie’s second 
winner of the afternoon and he rode the victor 
faultlessly. General Haig, alJiough sore when going 
to the po<t. ran a game race and showed the most 
curly speed, but his bad underpinning caused him 
to flinch badly in the stretch, although he Ireld 
to his task gamely and outstaj'ed Furbelow for sec- 
ond place. Pa ruder was the second winning favor- 
ite of the afternoon. 

Jockeys Gamer, Gregory and Fields were each 
suqiendcd for three days by the starter for dis- 
oliedience while at the jmst. 

Resident manager llarry F. Breivogel was reported 
resting comfortably at the Good Samaritan Hotel 
after a successful operation performed on him for 
a throat affliction. He will probably be able to 
resume his duties later in the week. During his 
absence II. C. Applegate will act in his place. 

The closing of Devonshire Park at Wiudaor Sat- 
urday augmented the list of owners here consider- 
ably. and among the uewcoiners were A. L. Kirby, 
J. L. Paul, W. A. Knclielkump, Mrs. M. A. Dun- 
net.

This is the line of 
Newminster, coming down fn>m him through Her- 
mit, l’riar’s Balsam and Voter. Ballot is strictly 
English in ancestry, but The Manager and Runny - 
mode carry a liberal infusion of American blood 
in their veins through their dams Bracegirdle and 
Running Stream. Up to a mile or a mile and an 
eighth Voter was a grand race horse, excessively 
speedy and a noble weight carrier. Adolph Sprock- 
ets is an ardent lover of the thoroughbred and has 
for years been a successful breeder, but Morvich is 
by far tlie best race horse sent out from his stud 
establishment. Quite appropriately he must now 
bless his lucky star in that through the insistence 
of Barney Sclireiber in* was inspired to become the 
owner of Voter’s virile son Knnuyraede. This 
liorse is now in his prime, and while in the long 
run it may turn out that Morvieli is his best, 
his success in the stud has lieen so emphatic that 
there is an entirely reasonable expectancy of other 
bright stars of the track from him in the years 
to follow immediately.

Brings Victory for the Ross Stable in Blue 
Bonnets’ Main Race — Another Big Crowd. 

MONTREAL, Que., Sept. 5. — J. K. L. Ross’ popu- 
lar silks were carried to victory by Raby Grand 
in the mile handicap, which was offered as the 
feature attraction at Blue Bonnets this afternoon. 
He won in a driving finish from Star Realm, with 
Betty J. third. Baby Grand was installed an odds- 
nn choice despite the fact that lie was carrying 
«‘he impost of 117 pounds. Gruneisen. who had 
the mount, sent him to the front with the rise of 
the barrier and. making all tin* pace, the son of 
Granite ran the distance in 1:38*-.-,. star Realm 
bore out all through the stretch run and Parisian 
Diamond raced on the outside and lost considerable 
ground at the turn. 

The card offer<*d this afternoon was productive 
of spirited racing and long-priced horses were re- 
turned winners in the majority of the dashes. 

An accident occurred during the running of the 
third race, in which jockey Gantner, astride Ashlin. 
was crowded inio the fence and suffered a bruised 
leg. He was forced to cancel the remainder of his 
mounts during the afternoon. The winner turned 
up in Puff Ball. Overrun, while restless, was third. 
Overrun suffered from interference and was wear- 
ing tlie winner down at the end. 

Threatening weather and light showers had tint 
little effect on the attendance, which crowded 
every inch of available space in the plant. The 
attendance was probably the biggest in the his- 
tory of the club. Track conditions were all that 
could be desired, and the light rain served to lay 
tiie dust. The holiday attracted many notables in 
social and financial circles, the clubhouse, lawns 
and galleries being crowded. 

The running of the steeplechase resulted in u 
spectacular finish, with tin* three placed horses 
heads apart at the end. The winner turned up in 
McAdams, which has raced with limited success 
or. the smaller tracks, defeating Hibler, with Sea 
Sun third. The winner was neglected in speculation 
and rewarded his few backers with a large dividend. 

A head finish resulted in the running of the 
opening dash of the afternoon, in which Push Pin 
defeated Paddle, while Brynthona was a distant 
third. 

SAILOR PLACED ON SCHOOLING LIST. 

Following his refusal to start from the barrier in 
the fifth race Sailor has been placed on the school- 
ing list by order of the stewards. 

George 11. Bull, secretary of the Saratoga Racing 
Association, and a party of friends made the trip 
in his private car from Saratoga to witness the 
day’s racing. In the party were Mr. and Mrs. 
Erskine Wood, Frederick Alexandra and Theodore 
Knapp. 

Trainer W. A. McKinney was kicked by a horse 
while in the paddock and required medical atten- 
tion. Tlie injury was slight. 

The condition books for the coming meeting at 
Ottawa arrived today and were distributed by 
Joseph McLennan. The latter reports a steady 
demand for stabling room at that point. 

Eugene Lutz has taken over the horses that are 
campaigned by G. It. Allen at this meeting. The 
stable will remain in Canada. 

IL G. ltedwell announced that the horses that D. 
Cowell had purchased at the Ross yearling sale 
would b«* shipped to Laurel. Md. 

I). Hammond will ship the horses in his charge 
to Toronto tonight, for racing at Duffcrin Park. 

Tin* stable of Buxton arrived from Devonshire 
this morning. Jockeys A. Gantner and M. Buxton 
accompanied the shipment. 

M. X. Macfarlan arrived from Detroit and will 
official** as associate steward at the coming meet- 
ing at Connaught Park, Ottawa.

NEW YORK. N. Y., September 5. — Touch Me 
Not, son of Celt — Dainty Dame, by defeating Grey 
Lag in the laiwrenee Realization on Saturday at 
Belmont Park, jumped into the limelight over 
night as a formidable contender in the Latonia 
Championship. lie will be trained with that valu- 
able race in view, trainer James Rowe announced 
yesterday. 

The upstanding Celtic eolt proved a big dis- 
appointment last year as a two-year-old. He is 
a big chestnut with a blazed face and white stock- 
ings and made such a handsome yearling that he 
was hid in for the Green tree Stable by Mr. Law- 
rence Waterbury for $22,500. He won one race 
last year — the Great American Stakes at Aqueduct 
— Ideating Broomspun and others in a stirring finish. 
This year he has won three races — one at Havre 
de Grace, one at Saratoga, and the Lawrence 
Realization at Belmont. 

Touch Me Not. incidentally, is the only one of 
the high-priced yearlings of 1919 which has, ta 
date, justified the high price paid for him. 



WIDENER COLT IS A WINNER AT PARIS

Crowd of 25,000 Criticize Whole- 
sale Withdrawals at Belmont.

Crocus Runs Away with Fall High- 
weight Handicap — Harridan 
a Speedy Miss. 



NEW VORK. N. T.. Kept. H. P. Whitnp.r’j 
Crocus, daughter of Broomstick, ran away with the 
Fall Highweight Handicap at Belmont Park this 
afternoon and collected $2,725 for her owner. 
Krewcr in the Raneoens green and white finished 
two lengths and a half behind the winner, with 
Step Lightly, the only other starter, trailing by 
three lengths. 

The feature, which had promised to be a really 
g*>nl race with its ten good entries, was totally 
ruined by the too active blue pencils of the own- 
ers. The crowd of 25,000 that turned out for the 
attractive Labor Day card had much to say about 
th<- wholesale scratching, not only in the main 
event, but in all but two of the races of the day. 

In the Highweight. the Redstone stable's Gladia- 
tor, which has shown some fast triala recently 
and should be in first -class condition to race, was 
among the missing. C. A. Stoneham’s Dry Moon, 
tin* Green tree stable’s Idle Doll and the Rancoeas 
stable’s Dominique and Knohbie all declined the 
issue. Frigate and Seraph; might be excused for 
not appearing with their small chances against the 
field, although their weight allowances were gen- 
erous. 

For the rest there was no excuse. They should 
have liven at the barrier when the starter sent 
them on their way, but they were not, and the 
second largest crowd of the year at Belmont Park 
was justified in criticising the sportsmanship of 
the owners. 

CROCUS IN SPLENDID FORM. 

Perhaps, however, tlie judgment of the default- 
ing owners was letter than they kuew. Certainly 
it would have taken a fine performance from any 
of tiie sta.vaways to beat Crocus this afternoon. She 
went to the front at once under steady restraint 
and never a threat of serious opposition (lid site 
receive from Krewcr and Step Lightly. Krewer, 
bustled unmercifully by Saude in the stretch run, 
after slipping through ou the inside rail at the 
turn, was unable to get near the leaders. Step 
Lightly was well cut of contention at tlie finish. 
The time for the three-quarters of a mile was 
1 : 11 %. 

Geo. D. Widenrr’s fast Ultimus — Brooinflower 
filly Last Straw scored a decisive victory in the 
opening dash, a three-quarter mile affair for three, 
years-olds. Tody, the favorite, was second and 
Curfew third. Tlie race gave jockey Earl Sande 
an opportunity to avenge some of the defeats In- 
flicted upon him at Saratoga by his Rancoeas com- 
panion, L. Fa tor, who rode Tody. 

Holding Last Straw' in reserve behind tlie early 
leaders until well straightened out in the stretch. 
Sande called upon her and taking the outside course, 
she moved quickly into the lead to win going away. 
Valley of the Moon showed fine speed for five- 
eighths. but she broke down badly in her left 
foreleg in the stretch. Carroll was forced to dis- 
mount and lead her back to the Judges’ stand for 
weighing out. 

BR0ADH0LL0W EASY FOR LYTLE. 

,T. F. Flanagan’s good jumper. Lytle, scored an 
easy triumph in the Broadhollow Steeplechase, at 
about two miles, worth $1,770 to the winner. Frank 
B. followed four lengths in the rear, ridden out, and 
Joyful, the only other starter, was a bad third. 

Joyful and Frank B. w r ere coupled in the betting 
as the J. E. Widener entry and were made odds-on 
favorites. Joyful had defeated Lytle easily ou the 
opening day of the meeting and the public gave 
the Flanagan starter little support. In the first 
round of the course Frank B., jumping cleanly, set 
a fast pace, while Lytle and Joyful kept close 
together fifteen or twenty leugths in the rear. As 
the fencers rounded the course for the second time, 
Lytle gradually gained on the leader and, cemiug 
with a great burst of speed ou the flat after the 
last jump, easily passed Joyful in the last eighth, 
to win l>y four good lengths. The stands gave 
Lytle a good hand as lie pranced to the judges* 
stand for weighing out. 

Nine non -winning two-year-old fillies paraded 
for the third race, a claiming .dash, at five eighths, 
over the straight course. George D. Widener’s Bel- 
lutrix, backed into favoritism by the talent, came 
up with a rush in the stretch under a good ride by 
Fator and drew away easily, to win by a length and 
a half from Bayonne and Lucky Girl, completing 
a double for her owner. Bayonne ruced Culistogu 
into defeat, but tired and wras only a head in front 
of the fast coming Lucky Girl at the finish. 

Four ordinary old selling platers, from the carded 
entry list of fourteen, turned out for the fifth 
race, at one mile. The ever busy blue pencil had 
eliminated all of the horses which might have made 
the dash interesting and the finish brought a color- 
less victory for J. A. Coburn’s Sunny land by a 
long length and a half. Rep finished second and 
Tufter third. Super was outrun for most of the 
distance and could not take third from Tufter, 
which quit after the first half mile. By liis vic- 
tory on Snnnyland. Coltlletti completed a double, 
as lie also rode Crocus in the main race. 

In the final race another public choice, Yankee 
Star, tasted defeat when J. E. Madden’s Friar 
Rock filly Harridan, racing to her best form, 
scored a hollow victory. The winner was saved 
from the fast pace until the last eighth, but drew 
away with little effort when Fator called upou 
her in the stretch. She was under restraint at 
the fiui^h. Cherry Tree was third. Harridan’s vic- 
tory completed a double for jockey Fator. who had 
ridden Bcllatrix to triumph in the third race.

Boussac’s Filly Shares with Zenoia the Pre- 
miership of Two-Year-Old Division.

PARIS, France, August 22. What we have 
written you right along about the fillies having 
an edge on the colts in the two- year-old division 
was further impressed on the racing public today 
when Marcel Boussac’s filly Zariba won the rich 
Prix Moray at Deauville from Joyeux Drille, Gauri- 
sauker and Despard. She simply cantered the 
whole way and George Stern, her trainer aud 
jockey, did not get a bit of mud on liia orang** 
jacket. Four lengths, eased up. was the verdict, 
with two lengths between second and third. The 
course was heavy after the downpour of yesterday. 

It looks as if the present two-year-old situation 
shapes itself in Zariba, the winner of today’s race, 
aud Zenoia. the Omnium winner, being the best so 
far shown. The former, by Hardunapale, and the 
latter by Sweeper, are both unbeaten and they 
will have to meet ami fight it out before one can 
select the best. They seem pretty close together. 
Joyeux Drille is up till now on public form the best, 
of the colts. Despard. the half brother to Mac 
Kinley, made no showing and is inferior to bis 
famous but unfortunate relative.

TURF NOTES FROM FOREIGN LANDS 



The Saint Leger de France, once a “classic,” has 
fallen from its high estate. At Caen on August 15 
the race attracted only four runners and was won 
in a canter by the Marquis de Trlquerville’s Helios 
II. (J. Cooke), from Baron K. de Rothschild’s Mont- 
morency II. (MucGee) and M. A. Fould’s Comb (C. 
Guilds). 

Kemp ton Park (England) presents a strange spec- 
tacle at present. The grass on each side of the 
sprint course has recently been burnt, and acres of 
turf were left a black, charred mass. Fortunately 
the fire stopped short of the rails, so that the actual 
truck was left untouched, aud the long strip of 
green forms a striking contrast to the remainder of 
the turf. 



Future Spanish Racing Will Be Held at San 
Sebastian and Madrid Only. 

In contrast with the brilliant success of the race 
meeting at Os tend the races at Santander in Spain 
have been a failure this year. The annual meeting 
at Santander had become a habit with Spanish 
taring men, but the isolated and inaccessible loca- 
tion of the place is too great a handicap to over- 
came and this will be the lust year of racing there. 

Next year’s schedule of Spanish racing will have 
no gaps such as that which occurred in July of this 
jear. The season will open in April at San Se- 
bastian and the Madrid meeting will open immedi- 
ately upon the close of racing at the seaside resort, 
to cud on the Inst Sunday in June. San Sebastian 
will then reopen on July 2 with a long program 
of impressive stake events, coming to a climax in 
the great $160,000 stake and its $20,000 Consolation, 
open to the uuplaced horses of the main event. 

Individually this big stake, to lie known as the 
Grand I’rix of His Majesty King Alfonso XIII.. 
will be run over the mile and a half course instead 
of at a mile and five-eighths, as has been an- 
nounced. 

The second meeting at San Sebastian will continue 
until the first Sunday in Octol>er. Every week 
there will be n $5,000 stake event f«»r horse* of 
various ages in addition to the Critoriuin of $10,00d. 
Thru in the autumn will come the sr.eoud Madrid 
meeting. 

It certainly looks like a new boom for racing In
